The Knights of Labor asked the Federa 


VOD tor active assistance in their strik 
against a couple of the Vanderbilt lines, 
whose enlef representative is now II. Walte 
Webb. As has been said by a dozen new 
papers, the Knights asked their brothers fo 
bread and got a stone. Any amount o 
sympathy was handed out to the Knights 
but that was the one thing they had plenty 
•f. The outlook now is that the Knlgh 
will be badly beaten; and then Mr. Web 
can pay his blasting respects to the nez 
important labor organization that has rep 
reeeoUUves on bis relations' railroads, 
was hard to s«e the Knights lose the ngh 
they went into so reluctantly after using a 
means suggested by human ingenuity 1 
secure any kind of a settlement. But ther 
appears to be a gloomier outlook ahea 
of us. 


The members of the Federation who com 


pose the Supreme Council say that the 
constitution and by-laws prevented them 
going into the strike. And they say 
mueh after making some sweeping admis 
slons. Here are two of the conclusions tha 
appear In the report of the Supreme Coun 
ell to the country: 


"Second—That the course pursued by H 


Walter Webb towards Mr. Powderly an 
the Knights of Labor, notwithstanding h 
declarations to the contrary, evinces a pur 
pose to disrupt and destroy labor orgamia 
tious on the N. T. C. & H. K. K. K , a. 
was done by Austin Corbin on the Phila 
delphla and Reading. 


"Third—That the policy of H. Walte 


Webb is despotic, to an extent that outrage 
«Tery principle of American citizenship 
and if generally adopted would, if success 
fol, reduce American workingmen to a de 
graded condition. 


If in the face of all this the constitutio 


and by-laws prevent the ordering of a strike, 
It might be inquired did H. Walter Web 
write those documents? The members o 
the Federation say that their existence a. 
an •rganizatlon is threatened, that Mr 
Webb purposes to disrupt and destroy 
them, that his policy outrages every princi 
pie of American citizenship and that it wil 
degrade workingmen, and yet their const 
tutlon will not allow them to strike a blo\ 
In self defense. Would it not be a gooc 
Idea to get rid of that constitution? 


We had always understood that th 


supreme law of any organization was sel 
preservation. In this case we have a con 
sritutlon that only makes men powerless 1, 
Ue face of annihilation. There is no such 
constitution, for there can be none. Th 
trouble la to be found in the interpretation 
that Is put on the constitution. The Suprem 
Council Is either mistaken in the case i 
makes out against the Vanderbilts, or it doe 
not know its own constitution. Te claim tha 
there Is a written law which forbids you tc 
do anything while an enemy is trying to de- 
stroy you is to foolishly publish your won- 
darful weakness to the world. Such action 
Invites the destroyer, or possibly it makes a 
helpless appeal to his mercy. This is hardly 
• fair representation of the American work 
Ing nan. 


Tou may talk about conservatism am 


take virtue to yourself from the mysterious 
odors that cling about that word, but there 
are places where conservatism is no more 
than unconditional surrender. 
The Fed 


oration may meet Mr. Webb's attack in the 
wmy Tolstoi advises only to find that noth 
tog could possibly give the Vanderbilts 
more satisfaction. 


The Supreme Council sees the band writ- 


lag on the wall. 
Its fifth conclusion Is as 


follows: 


That the efforts now being put forth by 


H. Walter Webb to destroy the Knights of 
Labor would, were circumstances changed 
In Ukt manner be made to destroy the or- 
ganizations of engineers, firemen, con- 
ductors, trainmen and switchmen, and, if 
•oecesaial, It is only a question of time 
whem • similar effort will be made to sea! 
the fate of other labor organizations. 


Then li la all this evidence of a very 


clear understanding of what the future has 
in (tore for laboring men who come uader 
the control of the Vanderbilts. 
The Fed 


(ration gives the strike of the Knights Its 
"unanimous and unqualified approval," but 
It can do nothing more. 
If this is really 


toe eaaa, Mr. Webb need lose BO sleep. 


I* tha report ot the Supreme Council at 


Terre Haute may be found a vigorous ar- 
raignment of H. Walter Webb. 
It calls 


klm an upstart tyrant, dressed in a little 
brief authority. It brands him as the em 
pioycr ot Pinkerton thieves, thugs and 
murderers for the purpose of killing work- 
togaMD. It says that his name will become 
Ufamous. 


All this may be true, but what does 


Webb care? He belongs to that family 
whose motto Is "the public be damned." 
Too 007 florae him in the newspapers from 
rear's b»gfan'«g to end and not raffle a 
hair on hi* head. He can read The New 
T«* Mall a*d Kqmei toraa account of 


That paper will tell him 


of the important things with which other 
men amuse themselves, and then it will de- 
vote a column or two to praise of Mr. Webb. 
The third vice-president of Ue Central 
need never hear from that part of the world 
that growls at him. 


He may read the entire manifesto sent 


out by the Supreme Council, and he may 
read only a part of It. The anathemas di- 
rected against himself he will pass over 
lightly. He will send word to Col. Shep- 
ard to counteract the curses by priotlng a 
few sticks of the most elegant praiae in 
the shop.

cure Webb's attention and approval Is that 
in which it is said the Federation is power- 
less to act 
When he reads that be will 


break into more happy smiles than can be 
found on a wild rose bush in June.

mercy? If there is to be no cracking of 
pates, big words become only an emascula- 
ted billingsgate.

Inches in height; 112 pounds is about the 
average weight for 0 feet 6 inches; 126 
pounds for 5 feet 8; 140 pounds for 5 feel 
10j 164 pounds for 5 feet 11, and 16i 
pounds for 6 feet.—Hall's Journal oi 
Health.
